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INTRODUCTION 


CHAPTER 1 


SHARIA IN EUROPE TODAY 

Europe is witnessing a rise in Islamic supremacism, demands for 
Sharia, and violent intimidation. Laws passed by European states, and res¬ 
olutions in universities and other organizations have stif ed free speech. 
While limiting criticism of Islam, authorities have failed to prevent Islam¬ 
ic preachers inciting violence against women and Jews, and have tolerated 
public calls for violence. Islam has become a protected minority. 

• T e EU has entertained the notion of laws to crack down on "in¬ 
tolerance", including "Islamophobia". 

• Sharia principlesareenforced—eitherthrough "Shariatribunals" 
and mainstream courts, or through violent intimidation. 

• M isogynistic de facto parallel systems are common, honour vio¬ 
lence and homophobia widespread, and the harassment of Jews 
has intensif ed. 

• Sharia tribunals operate in the UK, run by Islamists who openly 
defend a man's "right" to use violence against his wife. In the UK 
and Denmark, "Sharia controlled zones" have been declared, and 
in Germany, "Sharia patrols" roam city streets attempting to im¬ 
pose Sharia norms—particularly targeting women and alcohol 
drinkers. 

• A French magazine was f re-bombed for printing Mohammed 
cartoons, and Austria has seen prosecutions for negative views of 
Islam and its prophet. 

• Violenceagainst women and Jews has risen with manyjews leav¬ 
ing the region. 

• T ere is an increase of rape. Rape of non-Muslims is in accor¬ 
dance with the Sharia. 

T eestablishment'sresponseshowsmoreconcern with preventing dis¬ 
cussion of these facts, than in confronting them. 
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SHARIA IN AM ERICA TODAY 

Here are current and historical events in America that are driven by 
Sharia law: 

• On September 11, 2001 jihadists attacked and destroyed the 
World Trade Center in New York. T is atrocity was in compli- 
ancewith thedoctrineof jihad found in the Sharia law. T eattack 
was a political action motivated by a religious mandate for end- 
lessjihad. 

• Textbooks in America must be approved by Islamic groups. T is 
is in accordance with Sharia law. 

• American employers and schools are met with demands for time 
and space to do Islamic prayer. T ese demands are based on 
Sharia law. 

• T e American banking system is becoming Islamicized with 
Sharia f nancing. T e banking system is becoming Sharia com¬ 
pliant in f nancial law, but is ignorant about the totality of Sharia 
law. 

• Universities are asked to provide sexually segregated swimming 
pools and other athletic facilities for Muslim women. 

• Hospitals are being sued for not providing Sharia compliant 
treatment. 

• College courses at the college level do not use critical thinking 
regarding the history and doctrine of Islam. Under Sharia noth¬ 
ing about Islam may be criticized. 

• American prisons are a stronghold of Islamic proselytizing and 
jihadi recruitment. 

• Workplaces are being made Islamic worship sites through special 
rooms and timeof to pray. T is is in accordance to Sharia law. 

• Islamic refugees bring all of their wives for welfare and medical 
treatment to America. American authorities will not act—even 
when presented with evidence. Polygamy is included in the 
Sharia. 

• Wars were fought in Iraq and Afghanistan to implement constitu¬ 
tions whose f rst article is the supremacy of Sharia law. 

WHY DO WE NEED TO KNOW SHARIA? 

ISLAM 1C SCHOLARS claim : Islamic law is perfect, universal and eter¬ 
nal since it is based on the Koran (the words of Allah) and Mohammed's 
words and deeds.T e laws of the United States are temporary, limited and 
will pass away. It istheduty of every Muslim to obey the laws of Allah, the 
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Sharia. US laws are man-made; while Sharia law is sacred and comes from 
theonly legitimate god, Allah. 

SHARIA: Sharia is based on the principles found in theKoran and other 
Islamic religious/political texts. T ere are no common principles between 
American law and Sharia. 

Under Sharia law: 

• T ere is no freedom of religion 

• T ere is no freedom of speech 

• T ere is no freedom of thought 

• T ere is no freedom of artistic expression 

• T ere is no freedom of the press 

• T ere is no equality of peoples—a non-Muslim, a Kaf r, is never 
equal to a M uslim 

• T ere is no equal protection under Sharia for dif erent classes of 
people. Justice is dualistic, with one set of laws for M uslim males 
and dif erent laws for women and non-Muslims. 

• T ere are no equal rights for women 

• Women can be beaten 

• A non-Muslim cannot bear arms 

• T ere is no democracy, since democracy means that a non-Mus¬ 
lim isequal to a Muslim 

• Our Constitution is a man-made document of ignorance, jahili- 
yah, that must submit to Sharia 

• Non-M uslims are dhimmis, second-class subjects 

• All governments must be ruled by Sharia law 

• Unlike common law, Sharia is not interpretive, nor can it be 
changed 

• T ere is no Golden Rule 

THE THREE VIEWSOF ISLAM 

T ere are three points of view relativeto Islam. T e point of view de¬ 
pends upon how you think about Mohammed. If you believe Mohammed 
is the prophet of Allah, then you area believer. If you don't, you area non¬ 
believer. T ethird viewpoint is that of an apologist for Islam. Apologists 
do not believe that Mohammed was a prophet, but they are tolerant about 
Islam without any actual knowledge of Islam. 

H ere is an example of the three points of view. 
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In Medina, Mohammed sat all day long beside his 12-year-old wife 
while they watched as the heads of 800 Jews were removed by sword. 1 
T eir heads were cut of because they had said that Mohammed was not 
the prophet of AI lah. M uslims view these deaths as necessary because de¬ 
nying Mohammed's prophet-hood was, and remains, an of ense against 
Islam. T ey were beheaded because it is sanctioned by Allah. 

Nonbelievers look at this event as proof of the jihadic violence of Islam 
and as an evil act. 

Apologists say that this was an historic event; that all cultures have vio¬ 
lence in their past, and no judgment should be passed. T ey have never 
actually read any of Islam's foundational texts, but speak authoritatively 
about Islam. 

According to the dif erent points of view, killing the 800 Jews was: 

• A perfect sacred act 

• A tragedy 

• Another historical event. We have done worse. 

T ere is no "right" view of Islam, since the views cannot be reconciled. 

T is book is written from the nonbeliever point of view. Everything in 
this book views Islam from the perspectiveof how Islam af ectsnon-M us¬ 
lims. T is also means that the religion is of little importance. A M uslim 
cares about the religion of Islam, but all nonbelievers areafected by Is¬ 
lam's political views. 

T is book discusses Islam as a political system. It does not discuss M us¬ 
lims or their religion. M uslims are people and vary from one to another. 
Religion is what one does to go to Paradise and avoid Hell. It isnot useful 
nor necessary to discuss Islam as a religion. 

We must talk about Islam in the political realm, because it is a powerful 
political system, a system that concerns you. Islam is called thereligion of 
peace, but its politics are the politics of jihad and war. T e peace comes 
only af er you submit. T e religion does not af ect thenon-M uslim, but its 
politics af ect every person. 

T is book uses a fact-based approach to knowledge based upon ana¬ 
lytic or critical thought. When you f nish reading, you will know what 
Sharia law is. More importantly, you will know the basis of Sharia. You 
will achieve an understanding of Islam that most in the West do not have. 
Islam will begin to makesense.

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CHAPTER 2 


SHARIA AND ISLAMIC DOCTRINE 

T e Sharia is a manual for an Islamic civilization. T ere is nothing 
quite like it in our culture. To understand Sharia, you f rst need to under¬ 
stand what Islam is. Contrary to what you have been told, Islam is simple 
to understand, but you need to learn somenew names for afew new ideas. 

All Muslims believe that the Koran contains the precise words of the 
creator god of theuniverse- Allah. M uslims believe that theKoran is per¬ 
fect, universal, complete, and eternal. Here is a Koran verse used in Sharia: 

Koran 4:34 Allah has made men superior to women because men spend 
their wealth to support them. Therefore, virtuous women are obedient, 
and they are to guard their unseen parts as Allah has guarded them. As 
for women whom you fear will rebel, admonish them first, and then send 
them to a separate bed, and then beat them. But if they are obedient after 
that, then do nothing further; surely Allah is exalted and great! 

T ere are 91 Koran versesthat say that Mohammed istheperfect exam¬ 
ple for all of humanity to imitate in the smallest detail. What Mohammed 
said and did is called theSunna. 

T e Sunna is found in two texts: the Sira (the biography of M oham- 
med) and the H adith (histraditions). Hereisan example of the Sira: 

Then I cut off his head and brought it to the apostle [Moham¬ 
med] saying, ‘This is the head of the enemy of God, Abu Jahl .’ He 
said, ‘By God than Whom there is no other, is it?’ Yes,’I said, and I 
threw his head before the apostle and he gave thanks to God. 1 

A hadith usually only a paragraph long, is an action, brief story, or con¬ 
versation about or by Mohammed. T e action can be as elementary as 
Mohammed's drinking a glass of water or putting on his sandals. A collec¬ 
tion of hadiths is called the H adith or Traditions.

So, the Hadith contains the Sunna (the ideal speech or action) of Mo¬ 
hammed, that is, his pronouncements. T e actual words or deeds that 
one should follow, are the Sunna; the story that gives us the Sunna is the 
hadith. 

T ere is a subtle dif erence between the Sunna and the hadiths. T e 
actual actions of M ohammed are the Sunna, the report of that action is 
the hadith. T e Sunna is analogous to water, while the glass holding the 
water is the hadith. 

T ere are many col lectors of hadiths, but the most authoritative col lec¬ 
tor were Bukhari (M uhammad Ibn Ismail Al-Bukhari). T e next in rank 
is Muslim (Abu Al-Husayn Muslim). Here is an exampleof a hadith about 
adultery from Bukhari that is used in Sharia family law. 

[Bukhari 3,38,508] Mohammed said, “Unais, confront this 
man’s wife and if she admits committing adultery have her stoned 
to death.” 

It should be noted that the Shia M uslims have their own Hadith col¬ 
lections, but when it comes to the hadiths that af ect the non-Muslim, all 
Hadith collections are equivalent. 

Islam is notjust a religion, but an entire way of life. It is a separate and 
complete civilization with its own political system. All of Islam is based 
on the Koran, the Sira and the H adith. T e problem is that to learn what 
the proper Islamic way to do something is to be found in thousands of 
pages and is far too complicated to be practical use. So, the Sharia takes 
everything about thesubject, for instance, marriage, and codif esall of the 
information into oneordered system called the Sharia. 

Here are just a few of the topics found in the Sharia: theology, how 
to say hello, pray, what foods to eat, how to have sex, disciplining a wife, 
punishing a child, going to the toilet, practicejihad and on and on. Sharia 
also includes legal matters such as: contract law, family law, criminal law, 
banking/f nance law, and other legal matters. Every aspect of life f nds a 
place in the Sharia. 
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WHAT IS SHARIA? 


Sharia is the basis for every demand that M uslimsmakeon our society. 
Here are some current examples in Western society today: 

• When workplaces are asked to give up a room for Islamic prayer, 
that is asking us to implement the Sharia. 

• When a M uslim wears a head scarf, that is in obedience to the 
Sharia. 

• Our media do not make critical comments about Islam or reprint 
cartoons about M ohammed. 

• When our textbooks are vetted by M uslim organizations before 
they areused in our schools, that is in accordance with theSharia. 

T e attack on the World Trade Center was perpetrated in adherence to 
the rules of war, jihad, found in the Sharia. T e Sharia is the basis for the 
religious, political and cultural life of all M uslims. 

T e Sharia is being implemented more and more in the world and yet 
thereisno knowledge about what Sharia actually is since public, privateor 
religious schools do not teach it. 

THE GOOD NEWS 

T e easiest way to learn about Islam is through the Sharia. T rough 
learning about Sharia you are introduced to the Koran and the Sunna of 
Mohammed in a practical manner. 

When you know Sharia, Islam makes sense. Most people believe that 
Islam is complicated or even impossibleto understand, but when you un¬ 
derstand its principles, Islam is very logical. It is based on dif erent views 
of humanity, logic, knowledge, and ethics. Once you understand the 
principles and logic, you not only can explain what and why something 
is happening, but you will beableto predict the next step in theprocess. 

UNDERSTANDING THE REFERENCE NUMBERS 

Sharia is nothing more than a condensation and extrapolation of the 
Koran and the Sunna. T erefore, it is impossible to understand the Sharia 
without some understanding about thedoctrinefound in theKoran, Ha- 
dith and the Sira. Turn to any pageaf er this chapter and you will f nd that 
most of the paragraphs have an index number. 

A classic Sharia text is the Reliance of the Traveller, N. Keller, Amana 
Publications. (Yes, the correct spelling is Traveller with a double I.) It is 
very authoritative as it is warranted and certif ed as accurate by f ve of 
the greatest Islamic scholars of today. It is a 1,200 page book, written in 
the fourteenth century, devoted to such subjects as: political control of 
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non-Muslims, prayer, jihad, wills and estates, punishment, court rules, 
and land use. It covers legalities and theology. Here is a typical paragraph: 

08.0 APOSTASY FROM ISLAM 

08.1 When a person who has reached puberty and is sane, volun¬ 
tarily apostatizes from Islam, hedeservesto bekilied. 

[Bukhari 9,83,17] Mohammed: “A Muslim who has 
admitted that there is no god but Allah and that I am 
His prophet may not be killed except for three reasons: 
as punishment for murder, for adultery, or for apostasy.” 


T e "o8.1" reference is an index number in the Sharia law text, The 
Reliance of the Traveller. T etext is divided into divisions—a, b, C, ... T is 
particular law is found in division o; section 8; subsection 1. With the 
index number, o8.1, you can refer directly to the source, The Reliance of 
the Traveller. 

In the example above we not only have the law, apostates (people who 
leavelslam) should be killed, but we have the supporting doctrine found 
in a hadith, a sacred text used along with the Koran. A hadith is what M o- 
hammed did or said. 

T is particular hadith is from Bukhari. Notice the index num¬ 
ber—9,83,17. T is reference number is like a chapter and verse index 
so that you can go and read the original. All of the hadiths, including 
Bukhari, can be found on many university Internet sites. 

Here is a Sharia example taken from The Reliance of the Traveller sup¬ 
ported by the Koran. Note that is not a law, but adef nition of a word and 
what a duty of a Muslim is: 

09.0 JIHAD 

Jihad means war against Kaf rsto establish Islam. 

Koran 2:216 You are commanded to fight although you dislike it. 

You may hate something that is good for you, and love something 
that is bad for you. Allah knows and you do not. 


T ere is one last type of reference to a supporting document. 

DEALING WITH A REBELLIOUSWIFE 

ml0.12 When a husband notices signs of rebelliousness... 

Ishaq969 ... Men were to lay injunctions on women lightly for 
they were prisoners of men and had no control over their persons. 
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Above we have the usual Sharia reference number, mlO.12, which re¬ 
lates to the Reliance of the Traveller— the original reference. T e Ishaq 
index number, 969, is a margin note reference that allows you to look in 
the Si ra (M ohammed's biography— The Life of Muhammad, A. G ui I laume) 
and verify the reference for yourself. 

BELIEVABLE AND AUTHORITATIVE 

T e information in this book isfact-based knowledge based upon criti¬ 
cal thought and analysis. All of this information can be independently 
verif ed. 

In Islam there are only two experts: Allah and Mohammed. Every word 
of the Koran is perfect, universal and eternal. Every word and deed of Mo¬ 
hammed found in theSunna issaid by theKoran to be perfect. Once you 
know the Koran and the Sunna, you know thetotal truth. 

POLITICAL ISLAM 

T e largest part of the Trilogy (Koran, Sira and Hadith) is not about 
how to be a good M uslim. Instead most of the text is devoted to the unbe¬ 
liever. T e Koran devotes 64% of its total words to the unbeliever and the 
Trilogy, as a whole, devotes 51% of its text to the unbelievers. 

Again, Islam is NOT just a religion. It is a complete civilization with 
a detailed political system and a legal code—the Sharia. Mohammed 
preached the religion of Islam for 13 years in M ecca and managed to per¬ 
suade 150 Arabs to convert to Islam. He went to Medina and became a 
politician and a war-lord. Af er 2 years in Medina, every Jew was mur¬ 
dered, enslaved, or exiled. Hewas involved in an event of violence on the 
average of every 6 weeks for the last 9 years of his life 2 . M ohammed died 
without an enemy lef standing. 

T iswasnota religious process, butapolitical process.Jihad ispolitical 
action with a religious motivation. Political Islam isthedoctrinethat deals 
with thenon-M uslim. 

Mohammed did not succeed with his program of religion, but his polit¬ 
ical processof jihad triumphed. T eSharia isthepolitical implementation 
of the Islamic civilization. 

T e political nature of Islam is what creates the major dif erence be¬ 
tween Sharia and Jewish religious law, halakha. Jewish law has nothing 
to say about non-Jews and explicitly says that the law of the land trumps 
halakha.

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Sharia has a lot to say about Kaf rs (non-M uslims) and how they are to 
be treated, subjugated and ruled. Sharia claims political supremacy over 
the Constitution. 

T ereisnothinggoodfornon-MuslimsintheSharia.T isiswhyevery 
unbeliever has a reason to know Sharia law, especially those in politics, 
policy, regulation and legal matters. Sharia law is about the unbeliever 
as well as the M uslim. Islam's attitudes and actions about unbelievers are 
political, not religious. 

Even though Sharia violates every principle of our Constitution, it is 
being implemented today, because Americans are unaware about what 
Sharia means. 

SHARIA AND INTERPRETATION 

When faced with unpleasant verses from the Koran, it is commonly 
said that the true meaning depends upon how one interprets the text. For 
over a thousand years, the Sharia has been the of cial and normative in¬ 
terpretation for all of Islam. Sharia is the Koran and Sunna interpreted by 
Islam's f nest scholars. T ere is no need to look further for interpretation; 
that work has been donefor a thousand years. New matters in Islam must 
be evaluated and judged according to Sharia, thef nal and universal moral 
codefor all humanity until the end of time. 

T e Sharia is based on the perfect, unchanging Koran and Sunna. T e 
vast majority of Islamic scholars argue that the Sharia is Allah's will in the 
past and the present. It should be implemented by all peoples as the only 
sacred law in its present form. 

Any change or reform of the Sharia must be based on the Koran and 
the Sunna of Mohammed, just like the classical text. 

TECHNICAL DETAILS 

If you read something in this book and want to know more, most para¬ 
graphs have an index number. You can look it up. 

Koran 1:2 is a reference to the Koran, chapter 1, verse 2. 

Ishaq 123 is a reference to Ishaq's Sira, margin note 123. 

[Bukhari 1,3,4] is a reference to Sahih Bukhari, volume 1, book 3, num¬ 
ber 4. 

[Muslim 012,1234] is a reference to Sahih Muslim, book 12, number

to her usual habit; or whether in acts, as when hef nds her averse 
to him when she was previously kind and cheerful, he warns her in 
words without keeping from her or hitting her, for it may be that she 
has an excuse. 

T ewarningcould betotell her, "Fear Allah concerningtherights 
you owe to me," or it could be to explain that rebelliousness nulli- 
f es his obligation to support her and give her a turn amongst other 
wives, or it could be to inform her, "Your obeying me is religiously 
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obligatory". 

If she commits rebelliousness, he keeps from sleeping (having 
sex) with her and refuses to speak to her, and may hit her, but not in 
a way that injures her, meaning he may not bruise her, break bones, 
wound her, or cause blood to f ow. It is unlawful to strike another's 
face. He may hit her whether she is rebellious only once or whether 
morethan once, though a weaker opinion holds that he may not hit 
her unless there is repeated rebelliousness. 

Ishaq969 He [Mohammed] also told them men had rights over 
their wives and women had rights over their husbands. T e wives 
were never to commit adultery or act in a sexual manner toward oth¬ 
ers. If they did, they were to be put in separate rooms and beaten 
lightly. If they refrained from what was forbidden, they had the right 
to food and clothing. Men were to lay injunctions on women lightly 
for they were prisoners of men and had no control over their per¬ 
sons. 

[Abu Dawud 11, 2142] Mohammed said: A man will not be 
asked as to why he beat his wife. 

[Bukhari 7,62,132] The Prophet said, “None of you should flog 
his wife as he flogs a slave and then have sexual intercourse with 
her in the last part of the day.” Most of those in Hell will be women. 

THE DOCTRINE OF WOM EN 

T ere are many ways in which the woman does not have full stature in 

Sharia law: 

022.IT e necessary qual if cations for being an Islamic judge are: 

(a) to be a male freeman [... ] 

04.9 T e indemnity for the death or injury of a woman is one-half the 
indemnity paid for a man. 

[Bukhari 3,48,826] Mohammed asked, “Is not the value of a 
woman’s eye-witness testimony half that of a man’s?” A woman 
said, ”Yes.” He said, “That is because a womans mind is deficient.” 

L10.3 T ey divide the universal share so that the male receives the portion 
of two females. 

Koran 4:11 It is in this manner that Allah commands you concerning your 
children: A male should receive a share equal to that of two females, [...] 
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T ishadith equates camels, slaves and women. 

[Abu Dawud 11, 2155] Mohammed said: If one of you marries 
a woman or buys a slave, he should say: “O Allah, I ask You for the 
good in her, and in the disposition You have given her; I take refuge 
in You from the evil in her, and in the disposition You have given 
her.” When he buys a camel, he should take hold of the top of its 
hump and say the same kind of thing. 

Women are inferior to men in intelligence and religion. 

[Bukhari 1,6,301 ] While on his way to pray, Mohammed passed 
a group of women and he said, “Ladies, give to charities and do¬ 
nate money to the unfortunate, because I have witnessed that most 
of the people in Hell are women. 

They asked, “Why is that?” 

He answered, “You swear too much, and you show no gratitude 
to your husbands. I have never come across anyone more lacking 
in intelligence, or ignorant of their religion than women. A careful 
and intelligent man could be misled by many of you.” 

They responded, “What exactly are we lacking in intelligence 
or faith?” 

Mohammed said, “Is it not true that the testimony of one man 
is the equal to the testimony of two women?” 

After they affirmed that this was true, Mohammed said, “That 
illustrates that women are lacking in intelligence. Is it not also true 
that women may not pray nor fast during their menstrual cycle?” 

They said that this was also true. 

Mohammed then said, “That illustrates that women are lacking 
in their religion.” 

A woman's testimony is worth half that of a man. 

Koran 2:282 Believers! When you contract a loan for a certain period, write 
it down, or to be fair, let a scribe write it down. The scribe should not refuse 
to write as Allah has taught him; therefore, let the scribe record what the 
debtor dictates being mindful of his duty to Allah and not reducing the 
amount he owes. If the debtor is ignorant and unable to dictate, let his 
guardian do so with fairness. Call two men in to witness this, but if two 
men cannot be found, then call one man and two women whom you see fit 
to be witnesses. Therefore, if either woman makes an error, the other can 
correct her [...] 
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SHARIA LAW FOR NON-MUSLIMS 


FEMALE GENITAL MUTILATION, FEMALE CIRCUMCISION 

It is unfortunate that the term circumcision is applied to both the re¬ 
moval of the foreskin of the male and the removal of the clitoris of the 
woman. T ere is no comparison. 

[Bukhari 7,72„779] Mohammed said, “Five practices are char¬ 
acteristics of the ancient prophets: circumcision, shaving the pubic 
hair, cutting the moustaches short, clipping the nails, and depilat¬ 
ing the hair of the armpits.” 

T is hadith refers to the circumcision of female genitalia. It assumes 
that both the man and the woman are circumcised. 

[Muslim 003,0684] [...] Abu Musa then said, “When is a bath 
obligatory?” Aisha responded, “You have asked the right person. 
Mohammed has said that a bath is obligatory when a man is en¬ 
compassed by a woman and their circumcised genitalia touch.” 

Circumcision ispartoftheSharia law. Here is the deceptive translation: 

e4.3 Circumcision is obligatory for both men and women. For men it consists 
of removing the prepuce from the penis, and for women, removing the 
prepuce of the clitoris (not the clitoris itself, as some mistakenly assert). 

H owever what the A rabic actual ly says is: 

e4.3 Circumcision isobligatory (for every maleand female) by cutting of the 
piece of skin on theglansof the penis of the male, but circumcision of 
thefemale is by cutting out the clitoris (this is called H ufaad)." 

T is deceptive translation obscurestheSharia law.T isdecep- 
tion is called taqiyya, a form of sacred deception. 

At the battle of Badr, we have a reference to the custom of re¬ 
moving theclitoris. 

1564 Hamza said, ‘Come here, you son of a female circumciser ’ Now 
his mother was Urnm Anmar, a female circumciser (one who circum- 
cisedgirls) inMecca.Y en Hamza smotehim and killed him. 

012.0 THE PENALTY FOR FORNICATION 

ol2.6 If the penalty is stoning, they are to be stoned, no matter the weath¬ 
er, or if they are ill. A pregnant woman is not stoned until she gives 
birth and the chi Id does not need to nurse. 

[Muslim 017, 4206] ... There came to Mohammed a woman 
who said: Allah’s Messenger, I have committed adultery, [...] When 
she was delivered she came with the child (wrapped) in a rag and 
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said: Here is the child whom I have given birth to. He said: Go away 
and suckle him until you wean him. When she had weaned him, 
she came to him with the child who was holding a piece of bread in 
his hand. She said: Allah’s Apostle, here is he as I have weaned him 
and he eats food. He entrusted the child to one of the Muslims and 
then pronounced punishment. And she was put in a ditch up to her 
chest and he commanded people and they stoned her.... 

HONOR KILLING 

Honor killing is not directly included in Sharia doctrine. Sharia dic¬ 
tates that a woman is inferior to the male and allows beatings to enforce 
the rule of the male, but it does not accord honor killing a legal status. 
However, there is no penalty for killing an adulterer: 

o5.4T ere is no expiation for killing someone who has lef Islam, a high¬ 
wayman or a convicted married adulterer... 

el2.8... unworthy (thosewho may be killed) includes... convicted married 
adulterers... 

T isseemsto includeequal penalties for both men and women, however, 
a man has many legal ways to have sex, while the woman is strictly limited 
to her husband alone. Hence, the woman is much morelikelyto be killed. 

T e man rules the woman, and his status in the community depends 
upon how his women conduct themselves. Ghira is sacred jealousy, even 
Allah has ghira. Ghira is also self-respect and is the basis of honor killings. 
Notice that in this hadith Saed's threat to kill a man with his wife is not 
condemned, but supported. Violence in defense of a Muslim's ghira is 
pure Islam. 

[Bukhari 8,82,829; Bukhari 9,93,512] Saed bin Ubada said, “If 
I saw a man with my wife, I would strike him with the blade of my 
sword.” This news reached Mohammed, who then said, “You people 
are astonished at Saed’s ghira (self-respect). By Allah, I have more 
ghira than he, and Allah has more ghira than I, and because of Al¬ 
lah’s ghira, He has made unlawful shameful deeds and sins done in 
open and in secret. [...] 

Most honor killings come from Islamic societies. 
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FAM ILY LAW 


CHAPTER 4 


ISLAM 1C SCH OLARS CLAIM : T eperfect Islamic family law is sacred 
law since it is based upon the words of Allah in the glorious Koran and 
theSunnaof Mohammed. All other laws are man-made and must submit 
to thewill of Allah; therefore, only Sharia law issuitablefor M uslims. For 
Muslims to be ruled by Kafr laws is an abomination.

[Bukhari 8,82,803] Ali had a woman stoned to death on a Fri¬ 
day and said, “I have punished her as Mohammed would have.” 

ml0.4T ehusband may forbid hiswifeto leave thehome. But if oneof her 
relatives dies, it is preferableto let her leave to visit them. 

M 5.0 CONJUGAL RIGHTS, THE WIFE'S MARITAL OBLIGATIONS 

m5.1 It is obligatory for a woman to let her husband have sex with her im¬ 
mediately when: 

(a) he asks her 

(b) at home 

(c) and shecan physically endure it 

[Abu Dawud 11, 2138; 2139] Muawiyah said-. Apostle of Allah, 
how should we approach our wives and how should we leave them? 
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He replied: Approach your tilth (tilth is a plowed field, a term for 
the vagina) when or how you will,... 

T e most important thing that a woman brings to the marriage is her 
vagina. 

[Bukhari 7,62,81] Mohammed said, “The marriage vow most 
rightly expected to be obeyed is the husbands right to enjoy the 
wife’s vagina.” 

Allah curses the woman who resists sex. 

[Bukhari 7,62,121] Mohammed: “If a woman refuses her hus¬ 
band’s request for sex, the angels will curse her through the night.” 

From the Sira, we have some more about a husband's rights: 

Ishaq 957 Mohammed sent Muadh to Yemen to proselytize. While 
he was there he was asked what rights a husband has over the wife. He 
replied to the woman who asked, "If you went home and found your 
husband's nose running with pus and blood and you sucked it until it 
was cleaned, you still would not havefulf lied your husband's rights." 

CHILD BRIDES 

Mohammed, age 51, proposed marriage to Aisha when she was six 
years old. Since Mohammed married a six year old child, it establishes 
that such acts are acceptable by all Muslims and for all times. What Mo¬ 
hammed did and said isSunna, perfect example. T ehadith below reports 
theSunna. 

[Bukhari 7,62,18] When Mohammed asked Abu Bakr for 
Aisha’s hand in marriage, Abu replied, “But I am your brother.” 
Mohammed said, “You are only my brother in Allah’s religion and 
His Book, so it is lawful for me to marry her.”

THE KAFIR 


CHAPTER 5 


Until now we have looked at the big picture of Sharia and then the 
position of women in Sharia. We now come to a new subject—the unbe¬ 
liever or non-M uslim. T e word "non-Muslim" is used in the translation 
of Sharia law, but the actual Arabic word used is "Kafr". T e Arabic plu¬ 
ral is kufar or kuf ar. I have chosen to Anglicize the word and capitalize 
the word since Muslm is captitalized. I also choose to write the plural as 
Kaf rs. 

But the word Kaf r means far more than non-M uslim. T e original 
meaning of the word was "concealer” onewho conceals the truth of Islam. 

T e Koran says that the Kaf r may be deceived, plotted against, hated, 
enslaved, mocked, tortured and worse. T e word is usually translated 
as "unbeliever” but this translation is wrong. T e word "unbeliever" is 
logically and emotionally neutral, whereas, Kaf r is the most abusive, prej¬ 
udiced and hateful word in any language. 

T ere are several word for Kaf r. 

People of the Book are Christians and Jews 

Inf dels are Christians and Jews 

Kaf rs are all non-lslamic religionsand atheists. 

Islam devotes a great amount of energy to the Kaf r.T e majority (64%) 
of the Koran is devoted to the Kaf r, and nearly all of the Sira (81%) deals 
with Mohammed's struggle with them. T e Hadith (Traditions) devotes 
37% of the text to Kaf rs 1 . Overall, the T ri logy devotes 51% of its content 
to the Kaf r.

T e Sharia does not devote nearly that much to the Kaf r since Sharia 
law is primarily for M uslims. Besides, the Kafr has few rights, so there is 
little to expound on. 

Religious Islam is what Muslims do to go to Paradise and avoid Hell. 
What Mohammed did to Kafrs was not religious, but political. Political 
Islam is what is of concern to Kafrs, not the religion. Who cares how a 
Muslim worships, but every one of us is concerned as to what they do to 
us and say about us. Political Islam should beof concern to every Kafr. 

H ere are two Sharia references about Kaf rs: 

w59.2 [...] And thisclarifes the Koranic verses and hadiths about hatred 
for the sake of Allah and love for the sake of Allah, Al Walaa wa al 
Baraa, being unyielding towards the Kaf rs, hard against them, and 
detestingthem, while accepting thedestiny of Allah Most H igh inso¬ 
far as it is the decree of Allah Mighty and Majestic. 

Hatred for the sake of Allah and love for the sake of Allah is cal led Al 
Walaa wa alBaraa, afundamental principleof Islamic ethics and Sharia. 
A Muslim is to hate what Allah hates and love what Allah loves. Allah 
hates the Kaf r, therefore, a Muslim is to act accordingly. 

40:35 They [Kafirs] who dispute the signs [Koran verses] of Allah without 
authority having reached them are greatly hated by Allah and the believers 
[Muslims]. So Allah seals up every arrogant, disdainful heart. 

h8.24 It is not permissible to gi vezakat [charity] to a Kaf r, or to someone 
whom one is obliged to support such as a wife or family member. 

H ere are a few of the Koran references: 

A Kaf r can be mocked— 

Koran 83:34 On that day the faithful will mock the Kafirs, while they sit 
on bridal couches and watch them. Should not the Kafirs be paid back for 
what they did? 

A Kaf r can be beheaded— 

Koran 47:4 When you encounter the Kafirs on the battlefield, cut off their 
heads until you have thoroughly defeated them and then take the prisoners 
and tie them up firmly. 

A Kaf r can be plotted against— 

Koran 86:15 They plot and scheme against you [Mohammed], and I plot 
and scheme against them. Therefore, deal calmly with the Kafirs and leave 
them alone for a while. 


A Kaf r can be terrorized— 

Koran 8:12 Then your Lord spoke to His angels and said, “I will be with 
you. Give strength to the believers. I will send terror into the Kafirs’ hearts, 
cut off their heads and even the tips of their fingers!” 

A Muslim isnotthefriend of a Kaf r— 

Koran 3:28 Believers should not take Kafirs as friends in preference to other 
believers. Those who do this will have none of Allah’s protection and will 
only have themselves as guards. Allah warns you to fear Him for all will 
return to Him. 

A Kaf r is eviI— 

Koran 23:97 And say: Oh my Lord! I seek refuge with You from the sugges¬ 
tions of the evil ones [Kafirs]. And I seek refuge with you, my Lord, from 
their presence. 

A Kaf r is disgraced— 

Koran 37:18 Tell them, “Yes! And you [Kafirs] will be disgraced.” 

A Kaf r is cursed— 

Koran 33:60 They [Kafirs] will be cursed, and wherever they are found, they 
will be seized and murdered. It was Allah’s same practice with those who 
came before them, and you will find no change in Allah’s ways. 

KAFIRSAND PEOPLE OF THE BOOK 

Muslims tell Christians and Jews that they are special. T ey are "People 
of the Book" and are brothers in the Abrahamic faith. Islam has its own 
def nitionsfor Christiansand Jews that do not agree with how Christians 
and J ews def ne themselves. 

Islam says that you area Christian, if and only if, you believe that Christ 
was a man who was a prophet of Allah; there is no Trinity; Jesus was not 
crucif ed nor resurrected and that He will return to establish Sharia law. 
According to Islam to be a truejew you must believe that Mohammed is 
the last in the lineof Jewish prophets. 

T is verse is positive: 

Koran 5:77 Say: Oh, People of the Book, do not step out of the bounds of 
truth in your religion, and do not follow the desires of those who have gone 
wrong and led many astray. They have themselves gone astray from the 
even way. 

Islamic doctrine is dualistic, sothereisan oppositeview aswell. Hereis 
the last verse written about the Peopleof the Book (A later verse abrogates 
or replaces an earlier verse. See page 28.). T isisthef nal word. I teal Is for 


Muslims to makewaron thePeopleof theBook who do not believein the 
religion of truth, Islam. 

Koran 9:29 Make war on those who have received the Scriptures [Jews and 
Christians] but do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day. They do not 
forbid what Allah and His Messenger have forbidden. The Christians and 
Jews do not follow the religion of truth until they submit and pay the poll 
tax [jizya] and they are humiliated. 

T e sentence "T ey do not forbid..." means that they do not accept 
Sharia law; "until they submit" means to submit to Sharia law. Christians 
and Jews who do not accept M ohammed as thef nal prophet areKaf rs. 

M uslims pray fve times a day and the opening prayer always includes: 

Koran 1: 7 Not the path of those who anger You [the Jews] nor the path of 
those who go astray [the Christians]. 

T e T ri logy spends a lot of time on thejews. In Mecca the mention is 
generally favorable. However, in Medina Jews were the enemy of Islam 
because they denied Mohammed as the f nal prophet. Here is the data 
on the Tri logy texts and thejews 2 . Notice that the T ri logy has morejew 
hatred than Mein Kampf.

LANGUAGE 

Since theoriginal Arabic word for unbelievers was Kaf r and that isthe 
actual word used in the Koran and Sharia law, that isthe word used here 
for accuracy and precision.

CHAPTER 6 


FROM TH E SHARIA: 

09.0 JIHAD 

Jihad means war against Kaf rsto establish Islam's Sharia law. 

Koran 2:216 You are commanded to fight although you dislike it. You may 
hate something that is good for you, and love something that is bad for 
you. Allah knows and you do not. 

Koran 4:89 They would have you become Kafirs like them so you will all 
be the same. Therefore, do not take any of them as friends until they have 
abandoned their homes to fight for Allah’s cause [jihad]. But if they turn 
back, find them and kill them wherever they are. 

T e whole world must submit to Islam; Kaf rs are the enemy simply 
by not being Muslims. Violence and terror are made sacred by the Koran. 
Peace comes only with submission to Islam. 

Jihad, is universal and eternal. 

[Muslim 001,0031] Mohammed: “I have been ordered to wage 
war against mankind until they accept that there is no god but 
Allah and that they believe I am His prophet and accept all revela¬ 
tions spoken through me. When they do these things I will protect 
their lives and property unless otherwise justified by Sharia, in 
which case their fate lies in Allah’s hands.” 

[Bukhari 4,52,142] Mohammed: “To battle Kafirs in jihad for 
even one day is greater than the entire earth and everything on it. 

A spot in Paradise smaller than your riding crop is greater than the 
entire earth and everything on it. A day or a night’s travel in jihad 
is greater than the entire world and everything on it.” 

09.1 THE OBLIGATORY CHARACTER OF JIHAD 

Jihad is a communal obligation. When enough people perform it, it is 
no longer obligatory upon others. 
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Koran 4:95 Believers who stay at home in safety, other than those who are 
disabled, are not equal to those who fight with their wealth and their lives 
for Allah’s cause [jihad], 

[Bukhari 4,52,96] Mohammed: “Anyone who arms ajihadist is 
rewarded just as a fighter would be; anyone who gives proper care 
to a holy warrior’s dependents is rewarded just as a fighter would 
be.” 

WHO IS OBLIGED TO FIGHT IN JIHAD 

09.4 AII sane able bodied men who have reached puberty. 

THE OBJECTIVES OF JIHAD 

09.8 T e caliph (supreme ruler who is both a king and similar to a pope) 
makes war on thejews and Christians. First invite them to Islam, 
then invite them to pay thejizya(taxon Kaf rs). If they reject conver¬ 
sion and thejizya, then attack them. 

Koran 9:29 Make war on those who have received the Scriptures [Jews and 
Christians] but do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day. They do not 
forbid what Allah and His Messenger have forbidden. The Christians and 
Jews do not follow the religion of truth until they submit and pay the poll 
tax [jizya] and they are humiliated. 

09.9 T e caliph fghts all other peoples [Kaf rs] until they become M us- 
lims. 

THE SPOILSOF WAR 

010.2 Anyone who kills or incapacitates a Kaf r, can take whatever he can. 

[Bukhari 4,53,351] Mohammed: “Allah has made it legal for me 
to take spoils of war.” 

Koran 8:41 Know that a fifth of all your spoils of war [the traditional cut 
for the leader was a fourth] belong to Allah, to His messenger, to the mes¬ 
senger’s family, the orphans, and needy travelers. 

Sincejihad can be done by M uslims against any Kafr, with the proper 

motivation, thef from a Kaf r is jihad. 

DYING IN JIHAD-MARTYRDOM 

A Muslim martyr is one who kills for Allah and Islam. But his killing 

must be pure and devoted only to Allah. If his motivation is pure, then 

the jihadist will achieve Paradise or be able to take the wealth of the Kaf r. 
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[Bukhari 1,2,35] Mohammed said, “The man who joins jihad, 
compelled by nothing except sincere belief in Allah and His Proph¬ 
ets, and survives, will be rewarded by Allah either in the afterlife or 
with the spoils of war. If he is killed in battle and dies a martyr, he 
will be admitted into Paradise....” 

Koran 61:10 Believers! Should I show you a profitable exchange that will 
keep you from severe torment? Believe in Allah and His messenger and 
fight valiantly for Allah’s cause [jihad] with both your wealth and your 
lives. It would be better for you, if you only knew it! 


THE EFFECTIVENESS OF JIHAD 

I n M ecca M ohammed was a religious preacher who converted about 10 
people a year to Islam. In Medina Mohammed was a warrior and politi¬ 
cian who converted about 10,000 peopleto Islam every year. Politics and 
jihad were a thousand times more ef ective than religion to convert the 
Arabs to Islam. If Mohammed had not taken to politics and jihad, there 
would have only been a few hundred M uslims when he died and Islam 
would have failed. T e religion of Islam was a failure, but politics com¬ 
bined with religion was a total success. 

T egraph clearly shows the growth of Islam during its two phases
